Partnership formed for 
proposed cogeneration plant 


'Flo-Energy Corp. and U.S. 
Generating Co. have.signed an 
agreement to jointly complete 
the development and construc- 
tion of the proposed Okeelanta 
Cogeneration Project, which 
will be located adjacent to the 
Okeelanta Sugar Mill in the 
Glades. 

According to the agreement 
reached between the two com- 
panies, affiliates of Flo-Energy 
and U.S. Generating will soon 
become partners in the Okee- 
lanta Power Limited Partner- 
ship (OPLP), the business enti- 
ty that will own and manage 
the generating plant. 

When it goes into operation 
in early 1996, the $199 million 
facility is projected to sell 70 
megawatts of electricity to 
Florida Power & Light Compa- 
ny under a 30-year, standard 


offer contract. As a cogenera- 
tion plant, the facility is also 
expected to provide 720,000 
pounds of process steam per 
hour to the Okeelanta Sugar 
Mill and the Florida Crystals 
Refinery. 

Flo-Energy, an affiliate of 
Flo-Sun, Inc. is the project's 
original developer, having con- 
ceived the project and its origi- 
nal design. U.S. Generating, a 
partnership of subsidiaries of 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
pany and Bechtel Group, Inc. 
has joined in completing the 
permitting, regulatory, fuel 
procurement,-financing;-engi- 
neering, construction and man- 
agement activities. 

Flo-Sun chairman and CEO 
Alfonso Fanjuls said, "We are 
delighted that U.S. Generating

Beach County Mental Health Clinic in Belle Glade, and is a 
licensed psychologist in private practice in Lake Worth. 


I worked with a 16-year-old patient who was 
doing drugs and was failing high school. She 
was mad at her parents because as "punish- 
ment” for her behavior, they "only" gave her a 
Camaro for her birthday instead of the Corvette 
they had promised earlier! This lack of apprecia- 
tion that many children are taught, does not 
only apply to rich children. Many otherwise poor 
families have Super Nintendos as well. 

Many children are not taught to delay gratifi- 
cation; to work or wait for what they want. Thus 
they will complain more and work less in school 
or in future jobs. They will have a very low frus- 
tration tolerance and will have poor coping skills 
for adult life wherein merely wanting something 
does not often mean that things will go your - 
way. 

There is, of course, hope for the youth of 
tomorrow. Parents should spend more time with 
their children and less money on them. Parents 
need to understand that properly "loving" their 
children does not involve giving them everything 
they want. Rather, loving involves imparting a 
sense of values that will serve the children best 
in their future.
